ple funds, the best available talent 
and an arm y of willing w orkers at his 
hack, Dr. J. H. White, surgeon in 
charge, hopes for a successful termina- 
j lion of the struggle. 
The state and 
| city boards ot health both pledge all 
the assistance of the forces under 
them to Dr. White in his undertaking. 
Dr. W hite said .he transfer of details 
would he gradual so that there might 
be no interruption in the work now in 
progress 
The shifting of authority is 
e x p e c t e d to he complete by tonight 
It was announced that the marine 
hospital 
service would take up, as 
soon a s t i l e settlement of details will 
permit, the receiving and compiling 
of the dally reports. 
An impression 
has p r e v a i l e d in some quarters outside 
of New Orleans that all Hie cases oe 
curring w ere not made public 
That 
im pression has been entirely unjust, 
but in order that tiler** may be perfect 
confidence throughout th* country that 
an accurate statistical statem ent is be­ 
ing m ade daily, Dr. W hite and the
